Collins Center seeks new manager

Glen Gulezian will bow out as manager 
of the J. Everett Collins Center for the 
Performing Arts when his contract runs 
out in June. 


Artistic Productions Inc., of which Mr. 
Gulezian is president, has managed the 
center since it was built seven years ago. 


In a written statement last week, Mr. 
Gulezian said API would not seek a new 
contract with The Andover Endowment 
for the Arts, the non-profit organization 


that oversees the Collins Center. He cited 
the new direction and community oriena- 
tation of the center as his main reasons 
for leaving. 

“Since the direction and philosophy of 
the center is changing to what will be a 
more publicly administered program, Ar- 
tistic Productions will pursue new chal- 
lenges in the private sector,” the 
statement said. 

Two months ago the School Committee, 
the governing body of the center, which

Town braces tor 
new budget cuts 


‘Worst case scenario’ would 
cost Andover another million 


By Don Staruk 


Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony told Selectmen Monday 
night that the budget he is 
working on for fiscal year 1991 
anticipates a ‘worst case”’ 
scenario of an additional $1 
million of cuts in state aid. 

“I have heard that it is en- 
tirely possible that we will suf- 
fer another $100 million to $200 
million in cuts in state aid,” 
Mr. Mahony said. 

Such a cut statewide would 
translate to about $1 million of 
cuts in Andover. 

“I’m going to issue a very 
conservative budget on Jan- 
uary 20th. It will be a worst 
case scenario,’”’ Mr. Mahony 
said Wednesday. 

On a more positive note, Mr. 
Mahony said that he doesn’t 
expect any further cuts in the 
anticipated aid for this year. 

“I would be extremely sur- 
prised if there were any cuts in 
state aid for the rest of the 
year. Some delays, maybe,” 
Mr. Mahony said. 

Personnel cuts possible 

The fiscal 1991 budget Mr. 
Mahony plans on submitting 
Jan. 20 will propose $570,000 
cut from schools and $430,000 
cut from town operations. Mr. 
Mahony said he would recom- 
mend those cuts be in person- 
nel rather than services. 

“It’s certainly going to have 
to be people,” Mr. Mahony 
said.

About 12 positions were 
eliminated when cuts were 
made last June. Those includ- 
ed two positions from the Com- 
munity Services Department 
and six positions that were to 
have been new hires. This time 
it might be worse, according to 
Mr. Mahony.

Teacher

A seven-hour contract me- 
diating session between the 
School Committee and the tea- 
cher’s union broke down 
Wednesday, Nov. 29. 

According to Committee 
Chairwoman Margo Tilghman, 
the collective feeling of the 
committee is one of disap- 
pointment. 

“We feel we have been try- 
ing to listen to the needs of the 
teachers as expressed by the 
bargaining team,” Mrs. Tilgh- 
man said. 

The teachers, who have been 
working without a contract 
since Sept. 1, rejected a com- 
mittee offer for a two-year 
contract. 

“Teachers are still in the 
classroom every day and are 
not withholding any services 

but morale is getting 
worse,’’ said Sheila Eckoff, 
president of the teachers 
union. 

Within 24 hours of the stalled 
talks, the Andover Education 
Association began distributing 
informational leaflets to And- 
over households, comparing 
teachers’ base salaries to 
those of five other Massachu- 
setts towns. 

“The ground rules (we ex- 
pressed to the School Commit- 
tee once we entered into 
mediation) were that we would 
go public,”’ with issues of main 
concern, said Mrs. Eckoff. 

Andover teachers say they 
are paid less than comparable 
school systems in the state, 
according to Mrs. Eckoff. That 
is their main concern. Here’s 
what their research shows tea- 
chers are paid:

“They (AEA) chose to com- 
pare Andover with five of the 
highest paying towns in Mas- 
sachusetts,” said Mrs. Tilgh- 
man. “One of those uses 
extensive user fees” to supple- 
ment funding, she said. 

Included in the leaflets were 
statements from local real es- 
tate brokers tying in a commu- 
nity’s educational programs to 
the value of area homes. Also 
provided were the home phone 
numbers of the School Commi- 
tee members. 

Mrs. Eckoff said all homes 
in town, not just families with 
school-aged children, were 
sent leaflets. 

‘We wanted to address the 
economic issue and reach the 
whole town,” she said, refer- 
ring to the factor that repeat- 
edly has stalled negotiations. 

Mrs. Tilghman said the com- 
mittee knew of the teachers’ 
plan to distribute the leaflets 
the night of the mediation ses- 
sion. She said the fact that the 
leaflets were already printed 
and ready for distribution be- 
fore the session sent a mes- 
sage to the committee. 

“We felt they (the union) 
may not have entered with the 
full intention of reaching a set- 
tlement,” said Mrs. Tilghman. 

Both sides say they are will- 
ing to sit down at the mediat- 
ing table again, but neither is 
optimistic that session will be 
held in the near future.

Consumers should put toy safety at the 
top of their shopping list this holiday sea- 
son, says the Massachusetts Public Inter- 
est Research Group. Toys can be fun, 
challenging, educational and funny; they 
can also be deadly. Every year children 
are needlessly put at risk of injury and 
death from dangerous toys. 

According to the United States Consum- 
er Product Safety Commission, an esti- 
mated 120,000 children under the age of 15 
were treated in hospital emergency 
rooms for toy-related injuries in 1988. 

The Office of U.S. Sen. Christopher 
Dodd (D-Conn.) reports that almost 300 
children die each year from choking on 
small objects. Children under the age of 3 
are at the greatest risk of choking on 
small toys and parts as they often place 
objects into their mouths. 

Consumers should not assume that toys 
on store shelves are safe, said MAS- 
SPIRG spokesman Rachel Sagan. MAS- 
SPIRG advises consumers to take 
precautions before buying holiday toys. 

e Always read the toy’s age label rec- 
ommendation. Careful attention should 
also be paid to the developmental and 
skill level of the child. 

¢ When buying gifts for young children, 
avoid toys with small parts that could be 
broken off and with sharp points and 
edges. 

° Be wary of toys with long strings, rib- 
bons, chords or loops. To avoid choking, 
never hang these toys in cribs or play- 
pens. 

¢ Avoid toys that shoot or propel ob- 
jects, especially ones with points or de- 
tachable tips. 

¢ When buying arts and crafts materials 
read labels carefully. Avoid toxic art sup- 
plies by using water-based products such 
as paints, inks and markers. 

e Remember to look beyond the obvious 
and attractive advertising and check for 
safety features. Safety is often not a pri- 
mary concern in the marketing of toys.

More than 7,500 signatures 
were gathered by Greater 
Lawrence volunteers in an ini- 
tiative petition drive to cut 
state taxes and fees. 


According to Ron Mills, 
manager of government af- 
fairs for the Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce, which 
was coordinating the petition 


drive in the Merrimack Val- 
ley, volunteers collected 7,508 
signatures on the petition, 
which would roll back state 
fees to their June 1988 levels, 


repeal any new taxes and low- 
er the state income tax rate by 
15 percent for two years. 

Mr. Mills pointed out that 


the target goal for the cham- 
ber was 2,000 to 2,500 uncerti- 
fied signatures. ‘“‘We will 
exceed that goal by nearly 800 


percent,” he said. ‘“‘So far, it 
appears that about 75 to 80 per- 
cent of the signatures will be 


certified as valid. If the rate of 
certification holds as we ex- 
pect it to, that means we’ll 
have 5,600 to 6,000 certified sig- 


natures gathered by our local 
volunteers.” 

By state law, not more than 
12,500 certified signatures can 


come from any one county. 
“When the final numbers are 
in, Greater Lawrence will 
probably account for half of 


the entire Essex County quo- 
ta,” Mr. Mills said. Approxi- 
mately 52,000 certified 


signatures statewide are re- 
quired in order to place the ini- 
tiative question before the 
State Legislature next year. If 
the Legislature were to ap- 


prove the question, it would be- 
come law. If the Legislature 
rejects it, supporters of the 


question would then have to 
gather an additional 10,000 sig-

The in- 
creased number of children brings spe- 
cial needs. “‘Baby food, milk, formula, 
Pampers, etc. are items that have 
stretched our budget,’’ he said. 

Many families have at least one mem- 
ber working, but their income is not 
enough to cover rent, utiltities, food and 
other basic necessities of life, Brother 
Tom said. 

Over 3,000 people come each month to 
the organization’s day shelter, the Good 
Shepherd Center, for food and help seek- 
ing housing and employment. Lazarus 
House Ministries is also distributing sup- 
plemental food to over 200 people at St. 
Martha’s Food Pantry every week.

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Document center wins two state grants —- 


The Northeast Document Conservation 
Center (NEDCC) in Andover has been 
awarded two grants from the Massachu- 
setts Council on the Arts and Humanities 
totaling $47,610. 


The awards include $34,610 in merit aid 
support for ongoing programs and serv- 
ices. 


According to the council the purpose of 
merit aid is to support ‘‘organizations 
with a record of achievement and im- 
provement in the presentation of high 
quality programs for the public.” 


In addition, the council awarded 
NEDCC a grant of $13,500 to reshape and 
expand its collections management serv- 
ices to meet the evolving needs of Massa- 
chusetts institutions. The program will 
include preservation planning surveys, 
mini-surveys aimed at small institutions 
and a new training program in self-sur- 
vey skills for groups of institutions with 
similar missions and collections. 


NEDCC has offered preservation plan- 
ning surveys through its field service of- 
fice since 1981. These enable libraries, 
historical organizations, museums and 
other repositories to prevent deteriora- 
tionf collections, set priorities for long- 
term preservation programs and make 
informed decisions about the use of pro- 
fessional conservation services. The sur- 
veyor examines building conditions,

You should not undertake a feeding pro- 
gram unless you plan to supply food daily 
without interruption. The reliability of the 
food supply is a prime attraction for the 
birds and extended interruptions may 
cause hardship or even death to birds that 
rely on your supply. 

The best feeder to start with is a tray or 
platform feeder, either hung or set on a 
pole. The ideal tray feeder has a roof to 
protect the seeds from snow and rain and 
a raised edge to keep them from blowing 
away. A lucite tube feeder is good for sun- 
flower seeds. 


Birds prefer to feed in the sun and out 
of the wind; they are especially eager for 
food in the morning. The feeder should, if 
possible, have a sheltered southeastern 
exposure. 

Birds come to a feeder with less hesi- 
tation if shelter is nearby. Shrubs or a 
brush pile within a few feet of the feeder 
will do the trick. 

Windowsill feeding trays perhaps pro- 
vide the greatest pleasure; only the thick- 
ness of the window separates the birds 
from the observer. A window feeder can

The best food to start with is standard 
all-purpose items such as a bag of mixed 
wild bird feed and a bag of sunflower 
seed. Most commercial seed mixtures 
contain inexpensive millet or other small 
seeds, cracked corn and a minimum of 
the more expensive sunflower seeds. 

A complete feeding program requires 
suet (beef suet is best). Chunks of suet 
can be hung in wire holders or open mesh 
onion or macrame bags. If wire is used, 
be sure to grease it with suet or fat to 
prevent injury to the birds on cold days. 
Bacon fat or peanut butter can also be 
used as food and are usually stuffed into 
holes drilled in a stick suspended from a 
tree limb. 

Providing open water at the feeding 
station will attract more birds. Do not use 
glycerine to prevent the water from freez-

Schools ask help in superintendent search

The School Committee has changed its 
approach to the superintendent search. 

The committee was originally leaning 
toward a completely in-house search, ar- 
guing that professional search firms can 
charge up to 30 percent of the new super- 
intendent’s first-year salary. 

A less expensive option was agreed on 
Tuesday night. Committeeman Andres 
Salazar suggested the committee invite 
the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees and the New England School 
Development Council to give a short pre- 
sentation of search services each could 
provide at lower costs. 

A budget of $5,000 has been allocated 
for this school year’s advertising and 
printing costs. Next year the committee 
plans to set aside the same amount for 
travel expenses to evaluate final candi- 


dates. 

Kenneth Seifert, the Superintendent for 
the past 21 years, will be leaving in Jan- 
uary 1991. 

The committee also decided to name a 
five- to seven-member supplemental 
search committee to provide public input. 
Committeeman Richard Hubbell said he 
would like to see a parent, an educator, a 
member of the school department and 
someone from the business community on 
the committee. 

The members, who would be active dur- 
ing the coming summer, should also be 
familar with the school system, have an 
understanding of the superitendent’s job 
and experience with personnel screening, 
he said. 

The committee will begin advertising 
March 1, 1990 and has set the application 
deadline for July 30, 1990.

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Seeking a 
town manager 


This is a two-part editorial. First mes- 
sage is praise for the Andover League of 
Women Voters and the second is a notice 
for residents who wish to be involved in 
the search for a new town manager. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahoney 
leaves Andover for a position in the pri- 
vate sector in February. His job, to over- 
see the running of this community — a $52 
million company — is of utmost impor- 
tance to residents. 

In fact, when the Board of Selectmen 
first announced its search for a new town 
manager, the search process provided no 
mechanism for Andover residents to 
throw in their two cents. There was noth- 
ing illegal or sneaky about that because 
the town’s charter allows the selectmen 
to choose the town’s CEO without the pub- 
lic’s input. 

However, the town manager’s job di- 
rectly affects the 28,000-plus people who 
live here. And some of them might have 
something to say about the person who 
will manage this large business. 

That’s where the League, and especial- 
ly its president, Ruth Scarbeau, came 
into play. Ms. Scarbeau wanted residents 
to have a chance to speak out about can- 
didates. She did her homework, in typical 
League fashion, and came up with one 
date, Monday, Jan. 8, when residents are 
invited to make comments about the situ- 
ation. The meeting will begin half an hour 
earlier that most selectmen’s meetings. 
It begins at 7 p.m., at Town Hall, and the 
selectmen have said they will allow com- 
ments as long as there are people wishing 
to express themselves. 

The selectmen said Monday that there 
are approximately 100 candidates for the 
position. That’s a lot of candidates, which 
translates to a great deal of work in 
terms of reading resumes and sorting 
through talents and deficits. With that 
many candidates, chances are residents 
will know, or perhaps know about, some 
of them. 

That kind of input from residents could 
be helpful to the Board of Selectmen. In 
addition, a citizen may have thought of 
some qualification that would be helpful, 
or a citizen may know something the se- 
lectmen don’t know. 

In other words, dozens of people think- 
ing of one of the most important positions 
in town government most likely will be 
more effective than just the selectmen 
doing the job. 

So this is your chance to thank Ms. 
Scarbeau by becoming actively involved 
in the process of hiring Andover’s next 
town manager. Mark Jan. 8 on your cal- 
endar and show up prepared to ask ques- 
tions. If you can’t make it to the 
selectmen’s meeting that night, sit down 
this week and write your thoughts on pa- 
per and send it off to the selectmen. 
They’ll listen. 

And if you don’t become involved, don’t 
complain later. Speak now or forever hold 
your peace, says the trite-but-true ex- 
pression.

Nine weeks in a Soviet school 


Of 50s music, new friends and lots of tea 


By Dan Lennon 


Tucked away in a beautifully 
wooded suburb of Novosibirsk, a 
large and industrious Siberian 
city, stands the quiet town of Aka- 
demgorodok. It is here that each 
day the best physics and math- 
ematics students of the Soviet 
Union challenge themselves socia- 
lly and academically. 

As an exchange student recently 
returned from a nine-week visit to 
a small, state-run high school, ap- 
propriately named FMSha, or 
Physics/Mathematics School, I 
made good use of my opportuni- 
ties to learn first-hand about the 
daily activities and practices of 
Soviet students. These kind and 
unselfish people played host to me 
and to nine other American ex- 
change students from Phillips 
Academy. 

Waking at around 7:15 a.m., stu- 
dents gather as a class to engage 
in morning exercises, a mixture of 
team sports and simple calisthen- 
ics. This class group, composed of 
22 to 24 students, continues 
throughout the day as a group, at- 
tending classes, eating meals and 
engaging in extracurricular activ- 
ities. 

Following morning exercises, 
students eat breakfast, consisting 
of a hot meat dish and side dishes 
of bread and cheese, hot cereal, 
cut vegetables, hard boiled eggs 
and tea — lots of tea. Lunch and 
dinner in the school’s dining halls 
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new friends.

from this initial daily meal. 

Students then return to their 
dormitory rooms to make their 
beds and clean, including a wash- 
ing of the floor. Then it’s off to 
classes: a full school day made up 
of six periods, each 45 minutes 
long. Students are able to take a 
variety of subjects, including Rus- 
sian language, Russian literature, 
social studies, biology, chemistry, 
physics, mathematics, physical 
education, English language and 
military preparedness. Although 
each of these subjects is required 
at some point during the week, 
students find most interest in and 
are encouraged to concentrate on 
math and science.

graphs. If you’ll bear with me, I'll list 
some of the awards I’ve won over the 
years with the goal of earning your trust. 

In 1984 I was named Journalist of the 
Year, second place, by Suburban News- 
papers of America, a group that treated 
me well that year because I also won a 
first place in Best Breaking News Story 
for a series of stories I wrote about three 
little boys who were lost for 17 hours in 
below-freezing February weather.

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Wipers most needed, most neglected 


Windshield wipers are among the most 
neglected safety items on your auto- 
mobile. 

New England winters can be tough on a 
car’s wipers and the Automobile Club of 
Merrimack Valley says replacing the 
rubber refill blades is easy, inexpensive 
and essential for safe driving year ’round. 

“Good visibility is critical, particularly 
at this time of year,” said Michael Chris- 
tensen, manager of the emergency road 
service department for the Automobile 
Club of Merrimack Valley. ‘‘A simple 
check of the windsield wiper blades’ con- 
dition and their operation should be part 
of every regular maintenance routine.” 

If wiper blades fail to clean the glass 
properly, leaving the glass streaked and 
visibility blurred, they need replacing. If 
you don’t remember how your wipers per- 
form in bad weather, squirt the wind- 
shield with washer fluid and turn on the 


wipers. 

Although streaking can be caused by a 
worn blade, it can also occur as a result of 
a buildup of grease, dirt and road salt on 
the blade. Mild soap and water will usual- 
ly clean the residue and restore the 
blades to proper working condition. 

When a wiper blade ‘‘chatters,’’ there 
can be a number of possible causes. Most 
often, it’s because the wiper-arm tension 
needs adjustment, something a mechanic 
should check. 

During winter, preserve wiper blades 
by using a scraper or the defroster to 
clear the windsield of accumulated ice. 
Keep a full reservoir of windshield-wash- 
er fluid (the kind that carries a label indi- 
cating it won’t harm the car’s finish). 

AAA says periodic inspection and test- 
ing of your car’s windshield wiper system 
will provide you with inexpensive ‘‘safety 
insurance”’ now and throughout the year.

Small, quick, aggressive and scrappy. 

Those four adjectives sum up the 1989

Scientists eyeing 
ocean water masses 


A research group led by three Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire scientists is study- 
ing how ocean water masses evolve and 
how nontidal currents flow and affect bi- 
ological productivity in the Gulf of Maine. 

The gulf is a body of salt water partly 
enclosed by the New England and Canadi- 
an coasts and somewhat isolated from the 
ocean by the shallower areas of Georges 
and Browns banks. 

Wendell Brown, Jim Irish and Ted Lod- 
er, members of the Department of Earth 
Sciences and colleagues in the Institute 
for the Study of Earth, Oceans and Space, 
are analyzing data gathered in the gulf 
during 1986 and 1987 in a four-year project 
sponsored by the University of New 
Hampshire/University of Maine Sea 
Grant College Program and the National 
Science Foundation. Other collaborators 
in the project include research scientist 
Karen Garrison, engineer Jon Wood, 
computer consultant Russ Gelinas and 
students and support staff. 

“Currents are to the ocean what winds 
are to the atmosphere and the movement, 
collision and mixing of different masses 
of water create high and low pressure 
areas in the ocean similar to those we see 
on television weather maps,” according 
to Mr. Brown, who serves as director of 
the Ocen Process Analysis Laboratory. 
“Tn effect, we’re studying the ‘weather’ in 
the Gulf of Maine’s water.” 

Nontidal currents are important be- 
cause they transport nutrients and plank- 
ton farther than tidal currents do. Since 
they’re less regular than tides, they’re 
more difficult to predict. 

The study will have many benefits. Its 
results will ultimately help fishermen un- 
derstand local current flows and predict 
the locations of the most productive fish- 
ing areas in the gulf and along Georges 
Bank. It will also make it easier to pre- 
dict pollution transport in the gulf. The 
ability to predict the direction in which an 
oil spill or a natural phenomenon like red 
tide will travel is vital to minimizing any 
damage it might cause. 

Analysis of the Gulf of Maine data will 
also contribute to the development of the 
computer models that scientists use to 
predict ocean flow. By comparing a mod- 
el’s predictions with what actually hap- 
pens, scientists can refine the models so 
they predict more accurately. The im- 
provement of computer models is an im- 
portant direction in oceanography and 
this project will contribute to it. 

Many of the techniques, methods and 
models used will be applied over the next 
several years to a similar study of the 
currents and water properties in Massa- 
chusetts Bay.
